Thus, what has usually been 
regartled as an index of a revived state of religion, 
has become a component part of the religion of the 
country, [bt isa thing determined by city chris- 
tians, elsewhere, it is presumed, as well as hero in 
New York, that the Daily Prayer Mecting shall be- 
come a permanent institution. 

The Hawaiian Missionary Society held its arni- 
vorgary on Tuesday, May 25th A full report of the 
Society’s operations was presented by the Rev. L. 
Smith. The Treasurer, Mr. S N Castle, estimated 
the tolal amount of receipts at $3,338 97, and ex- 
penditures, $3,707 25, showing a debt of $368,25. 

The Hawaiian Bible Society held its annual nieet- 
ing on Wednesday evening, May 26th. From the 
Secretary’s report it appeared that the Society had 
existed 17 years, had raisod $6,205, distributed 
6,290 Bibles, and 3,728 Testameuts. in nine diflst- 
ent languages. During the past year, 662 Bibles 
and 223 Testaments. 


The children of the Sandwich Islands have caught 
the passion for ship-building from our American 
Sabbath Schools, and have purchased two small 
sailing boats for the use of the missionaries, at a 
cost of $200 each, one being paid for by the tative 
children, and the other hy the children of foreign 
residents. The boats will be very useful in facilita, 
ling the operations of the missionaries among tho 
islauds. 
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
